Kingston Council-branded 
traffic monitoring cars across 
the borough have sparked 
complaints after they were 
spotted parked up in unusual 
places. 

Cars parked on double yel¬ 
low lines and in cycle lanes 
have led residents to question 
whether one rule exists for 
them, and another for the 
CCTV monitors. 

And the answer, it seems, is 
yes.

A council spokesman said: 
“The CCTV cars are covered 
by a traffic order exemption, 
which applies when they are 
being used in the council’s 
service to enforce parking 
contraventions. 

“When a CCTV car is wait¬ 
ing it is gathering evidence to 
support the issue of a penalty 
charge notice.” 


One resident spotted a car in 
a cycle lane in Cox Lane, 
Chessington. 

She said: “They park here 
for a few hours and seem to be 
enjoying the rest time. 

“When they have been told 
that they are parking on 
double yellows and across a 
cycle path, they ignore you 
and continue to be stationary 
there.” 

Businessman Richard Hunt, 
from the Chessington 


Business Centre opposite the 
Cox Lane bus gate, snapped a 
photo of a CCTV car’s 
periscope peeking over a 
hedge near the junction. 

He said: “It’s robbery. Hid¬ 
ing behind a bush and putting 
that telescopic camera up in 
the air - no one can see it.” 

Traffic enforcement began 
at Cox Lane last month. Cars 
must use a separate lane to 
buses as they approach 
Sanger Avenue. 


A council spokesman said: 
“If drivers complied with traf¬ 
fic regulations [in Cox Lane] 
then the CCTV car could be 
sent to ensure safety in other 
places, such as outside 
schools. 

“Places where the CCTV ve¬ 
hicle can park to gather evi¬ 
dence at this location are 
limited.”

Staff from Kingston Hospital 
met up with mothers, toddlers 
and volunteers to launch a 
new campaign encouraging 
expectant parents to give 
birth at home. 

The hospital has teamed up 
with volunteer group Home- 
birth Kingston to promote the 
practice as a safe and viable 
option. 


According to a 2011 birth¬ 
place study, less than 2 per 
cent of births in the borough 
take place at home, below the 
national average. 

Anna Dellaway, Kingston 
Hospital’s head of midwifery, 
said: “We hope our campaign 
will dispel some of the myths 
that surround home birth. 

“The evidence clearly shows 


that for a straightforward 
pregnancy, home birth is as 
safe as a hospital birth 
and less likely to result in 
interventions. 

“We hope that as a result of 
this campaign, more expec¬ 
tant mums will be in the posi¬ 
tion to make an informed 
choice about where they wish 
to give birth.” 


Kate Greenstock from 
Homebirth Kingston added: 
“By promoting home birth 
across Kingston, it will in¬ 
crease much-needed access to 
advice and support, enabling 
us to reach more expectant 
families and facilitate more 
positive birth experiences.”

Cab offences 

Six minicab passengers have 
been victims of a sexual of¬ 
fence in the borough in the 
past two years, a Freedom of 
Information (Fol) request has 
found. 

In 2012, four people aged 18 
or over were victims of sexual 
offences in minicabs in 
Kingston, while two people 
were victims last year. 

Sergeant Dave Williams 
from the Kingston town cen¬ 
tre team said: “Kingston has 
seen very few incidents of 
minicab-related sexual of¬ 
fences. In the town centre, 
there are three official mini¬ 
cab kiosks. 

“Last year, these kiosks were 
used to arrange 25,000 cab 
journeys, each one with a cor¬ 
rectly licensed driver in a li¬ 
censed vehicle. 

“Our advice is to never get 
into an unbooked cab.” 

The Fol also showed the 
number of reported sexual of¬ 
fences had dropped in the past 
two years, from 136 offences 
in 2012 to 97 offences in 2013.

A nine-year-old boy brought a 
knife to his primary school be¬ 
fore telling another little boy 
to stab a fellow student, it has 
been claimed. 

The schoolboy is believed to 
have brought the weapon, a 
penknife, to Malden Manor 
Primary and Nursery School 
on Monday, February 3, fol¬ 
lowing a playground spat. 

The Metropolitan Police 
were called to the school at 
about 4pm. 

A Kingston police 
spokesman said: “Local offi¬ 
cers worked with school staff 
to provide advice and support. 
Any further action will be 
taken by the school.” 

The boy remains at the 
school in Sheephouse Way 
after being excluded for a day 
following the incident. 

But the relative of one 
Malden Manor pupil, who did 
not want to be named, said: 
“Seems like a child got a little 
too excited after an argument. 
It was definitely not a butter 
knife. It calls into question the 
school’s response, which was 
to allow the child who brought 
in the knife to continue to stay 
in class that day. 


“Parents were very con¬ 
cerned. The lack of communi¬ 
cation has left parents worried 
and only hearing second hand 
information from the pupils, it 
is important that the school be 
as honest and open as possible. 

“Parents have questions that 
need answering.” 

He said he pondered over 
whether it was safe to send his 
young relative to school the 
following day. 

Merryl Roberson, head¬ 
teacher at Malden Manor, 
said: “Following the incident, 
which was dealt with prompt¬ 
ly, the school is working close¬ 
ly with and supporting the 


children and families involved 
in any way we can. 

“The school appreciates the 
support of the parents and the 
police in helping us to 
deal with this unfortunate 
incident.” 

Councillor David Ryder- 
Mills, member for schools and 
continuing education, said: 
“People bringing in knives to 
schools is never acceptable 
and I gather that the school is 
managing the situation.” 

His opposite number Coun¬ 
cillor David Cunningham 
said: “It does sound very dis¬ 
turbing. I do hope it is an iso¬ 
lated incident.” 


John Trend, director at 
youth charity Oxygen, said: “It 
is sad that that happened. I am 
becoming less surprised by 
things like this, which is a 
shame. Knives are easily ac¬ 
cessible. They think that is the 
answer to their problems. The 
innocence of youth is starting 
to evaporate. 

“For a very young person 
dealing with something where 
they feel unsafe or unjustly 
treated, we forget they have 
not learned all the skills they 
need to cope.”

A former residential home that was 
closed as part of a money-saving care 
strategy will be re-opened as an adult edu¬ 
cation centre - for one year only. 

Newent House, in Surbiton, will take in 
some of the borough’s displaced adult ed¬ 
ucation services, that are being moved 
ahead of the north Kingston centre 
becoming a secondary school next 
September. 

Kingston Council identified the empty 
Browns Road site as an alternative loca¬ 
tion after its original plan to move the ser¬ 
vice to the Beaconsfield Centre in New 
Malden was met with objections from 
councillors and parents of current ten¬ 
ants Orchard Hill College. 

But Conservative Councillor David Cun¬ 
ningham, opposition lead member for 
schools and continuing education, said: 
“They [Liberal Democrat administration] 
have had three years to get adult educa¬ 
tion right and now by suggesting Newent 
House for only a year they have got to do 
the whole thing all over again - it is chaos. 

“They have not thought the thing 
through.” 

Newent House residents were moved 
out of the 38-bedroom facility last April, 
as part of the council’s Kingston at Home 
programme, aimed at helping more elder¬ 
ly people live in their homes for longer. 

The closure of the home was expected to 
save the council £900,000 a year. 

Future plans for the site included turn¬ 
ing it into a specialist dementia care 
home. 

Councillor David Ryder-Mills, lead 
member for schools, said: “We have got 
other ideas for the Newent House site - at 
least three different ideas, therefore, we 
are saying one year as a temporary for 
adult education. We are really doing the 
best that we can.” 

The new plan is potentially good news 
for special needs college Orchard Hill, 
which only opened its new centre in Bea¬ 
consfield Road in the summer, saving dis¬ 
abled Kingston students a long journey to 
the college’s main centre in Carshalton. 

Coun Ryder-Mills said: “It is my hope 
that Orchard Hill are able to stay. 

“We can’t say they are definitely staying 
because they are still in discussions over 
the rent.” 

Most adult education courses will be 
moved to the King Charles Centre in Sur¬ 
biton from September, with the overflow 
at Newent House subject to a change of 
use application.

A spokesman from town cen¬ 
tre managers Kingstonfirst, 
said: “Kingstonfirst is delight¬ 
ed that Kingston University 
students are using their vast 
talent to breathe new life into 
Memorial Gardens. 

“We are working closely with 


the team to help generate 
funds for the project and 
providing practical assistance 
via the Kingstonfirst rangers 
team.

Prefab classroom gutted

PCSO hit by vehicle 
during arrest attempt

More than 20 firefighters bat¬ 
tled for two hours to put out a 
classroom fire that closed Tol¬ 
worth Girls’ School for three 
days. 

The blaze broke out in a pre¬ 
fabricated hut on Wednesday, 
February 5, and was reported 
by a caretaker just before 
5.30am. 

It was the second fire at the 
school last week, after rub¬ 
bish and linseed oil in a bin 
caught light in a classroom in 
the early hours of Monday, 
February 3. 

The fire on February 5 com¬ 
pletely destroyed the lOOsq m 
hut, but the flames did not 
spread to any other buildings. 

Headteacher Siobhan Lowe 
said: “[Staff] decided to close 
the school to allow the fire 
brigade to check for smoke 
damage and also to make sure 
that the building is safe. 

“The fire crews have been 
stunning. The police have 
been amazing as well - they 
have kept us informed 
throughout.” 

She said the school’s En¬ 
glish block sustained “quite a 
lot” of smoke damage. 


Mrs Lowe added the inciner¬ 
ated classroom hut was used 
to teach health and social 
care, psychology and child 
development. 

After the blaze the school 
was closed to all students, 
who were told to stay at home 
by text. 

The school remained closed 
until Monday, February 10. 


Fire crews from New 
Malden and Surbiton arrived 
on the Wednesday morning, 
and later called Kingston and 
Mitcham for extra assistance. 

Mitcham fire station 
manager Jeff Lisle said: “On 
arrival it was obviously a seri¬ 
ous fire. It was in a single¬ 
storey prefabricated building. 

“We managed to provide 


covering jets for surrounding 
buildings to prevent the fire 
spreading. We had difficulties 
extinguishing the fire due to 
the construction. 

“It is very difficult to get 
into certain areas.” 

No other buildings were 
damaged. 

An investigation into the 
cause is under way. 


A police community sup¬ 
port officer was hit by a car 
and carried 100 yards on 
the bonnet while investi¬ 
gating a suspected bur¬ 
glary in Kingston. 

The male officer was in¬ 
jured on the afternoon of 
Tuesday, February 4, while 
attempting to detain two 
suspected burglars in a sta¬ 
tionary black Volkswagen 
Polo in Chesfield Road. 

But the vehicle moved for¬ 
ward, hitting the officer 
and carrying him on the 
bonnet of the car at slow 
speed. 

He rolled off the vehicle 
as it turned into Staunton 


Three men have been charged 
following an alleged daylight 
raid at the Apple Store in 
Kingston. 

Police were called to the 
gadget shop inside the Bentall 
Centre just before 11.30am on 
Friday, January 31, following 
reports of an incident, in 
which a member of staff was 
said to be assaulted. 

Yannick Domingos, 24, of 
no fixed address, and Perry

off. 

The PCSO was taken 
to hospital with minor 
injuries.

Flexible working would make a difference 


As an outer London resi¬ 
dent who regularly com¬ 
mutes into central London 
for work, I am quite accus¬ 
tomed to the frustrations 
of over-crowded trains and 
delays. 

Fortunately, my job gives 
me the flexibility to work 
remotely or even from 
home on occasion. While 
face-to-face interaction 
with colleagues is vital, a 
day or two a week away 
from the office can also 
have its benefits. 


By skipping the commute, 
I often get an extra couple 
of hours to complete my 
work. 

As a secondary benefit to 
my fellow Londoners, there 
is one less person on a busy 
transit system, which is 
coping with high levels of 
growth. 

Despite the Mayor of 
London’s initial scepticism 
over home-working, I am 
grateful my report “Home 
Works” on flexible working 
has won him over, as shown 


by his commitment to in¬ 
troduce flexible ticketing 
from next year. 

I will now be working 
hard to make sure the spe¬ 
cific recommendations of a 
part-time travelcard and a 
system of annual rebates 
for underused full-time 
tickets will be delivered. 

This would mean that 
people commuting into the 
office for three days a week 
will no longer have to pay 
for a full week’s travel. 

Buying a three-day 


travelcard instead of a 
weekly one could deliver a 
£1,190 yearly saving for 
someone in Kingston. 

When this is introduced 
in 2015 it will make a world 
of difference to those look¬ 
ing to work flexibly, or to 
the 800k part-time workers 
across London.

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Arts quarter to get 
affordable homes

Plans to regenerate a key area 
of the town centre have been 
approved at the second time of 
asking after the developer 
promised more money for 
affordable housing. 

The Thames Side Wharf 
development will include 97 
apartments and an arts 
quarter. 

Fenwick, which owns the 
Bentalls store, increased its 
contribution to £500,000 after 
its plans were rejected last 
month. 

Councillors were split along 
party lines in last week’s 
development control com¬ 
mittee meeting. 

Conservative Councillor 
Richard Hudson said he 
voted against the plans 
because he thought the 
revised affordable housing 
contribution was still not high 
enough. 

He added: “I think he 
[Fenwick] is taking the mickey 
and I think they [the council] 
have fallen for it.” 

Liberal Democrat com¬ 
mittee chairman Councillor 
Vicki Harris had called the 
initial £266,000 affordable 
housing offer “absolutely 
laughable”. 

She said this week: “It’s not 
just that they are giving us 
half a million. If there is an 
adjustment in land costs then 
we will end up getting more 
for our affordable housing.” 


Fenwick chairman Mark 
Fenwick said: “We have been 
personally involved in the 
development plans for the 
regeneration of this site for 
many years. 

“It is very much part of the 
Kingston masterplan and 
permission to go ahead to turn 
it into an attractive, 
high quality residential 
development will transform 
this part of the riverside, offer 
exciting opportunities for 
local businesses, and generate 


a significant number of jobs. 

“The arts quarter will 
provide galleries and areas 
where local organisations can 
showcase art, sculpture, 
fashion and digital media 
projects, as well as a public 
space, a cafe and restaurant 
and terraced areas.” 

Fenwick will contribute 
almost £2m in total under a 
Section 106 planning 
agreement, including £245,000 
for education and £93,500 for 
health and social services.

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Winter is a busy 
time of year for the 
NHS. Accidents 
and emergency 
departments 
across the country 
are usually at 
their busiest with 
increased demands 
from patients with 
a wide range of 
conditions. Most 
hospitals prepare 
for this increased 
demand on their 
A&E services well 
ahead of the winter 
months but the 
sheer number of 
visits from more 
people going to 
A&E for treatment 
is still very 
challenging. For 
some people, A&E is 
an alternative when 
their GP practice 
is closed or they have difficulty making a 
suitable appointment at their GP practice. 

This winter, the accident and emergency in 
Kingston Hospital received nearly 7000 visits 
in the three months leading to November 
2013 at the cost of over £460k. For people 
requiring immediate emergency treatment 
or in a life threatening situation, A&E is the 
best place for them. However, for almost 15% 
of people visiting Kingston Hospital’s A&E 
department (who did not require treatment at 
A&E or follow up), an alternative local health 
service might have been more convenient and 
appropriate for them. 

Local people are encouraged to call NHS 
111 for urgent, medical advice and also 
help in choosing the service that is right 


for them. Kingston CCG is working with a 
range of partners on initiatives both within 
and outside hospital to ease the pressures 
on A&E, to help Kingston Hospital maintain 
its ‘four hour waiting time’ target and to 
increase awareness of local health service 
alternatives to A&E. 

The ‘Not always A&E’ campaign is part 
of this drive to ensure that local people 
can access treatments more conveniently 
and where possible, closer to home in their 
local community.

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F ootgolf is not about hit¬ 
ting footballs with golf 
clubs.

This new and fast-growing 
sport is played by kicking 
footballs into super-sized 20in 
“hole cups” dug on golf 
courses. 

Footgolf only arrived on 
these shores in late 2012, but 
newly-won devotees believe 
its popularity means it will be 
coming to a golf course near 
you in the near future.
